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PREFACE. 



The legislative changes of the past session of Parliament, although 
few in number as respects fiscal and commercial matters, are neverthe- 
less most comprehensive and important in their nature. 

These changes have been effected by an Amended Customs' Act, 
which levies new rates of duty on certain articles ; viz. : — Embroidery 
and Needlework, Articles of Green Glass, unenumerated Wines the 
Produce of a British Possession, and Kiln-dried Coffee. It also 
embraces new regulations for facilitating the public business, and 
enacts provisions for the greater security of the Revenue. 

By the Passengers* Act, 1849, which came into operation on the 1st 
of October last, and which was passed for the desirable purpose of 
regulating the build, fittings, equipment, and provisioning of Pas- 
senger Ships, the supply of medicines and medical aid to Emigrants, 
substantial service will have been rendered to the class of persons for 
whose benefit its provisions were enacted. 

But by far the most important of these changes is that contemplated 
by the Amended Navigation Act, which is to take effect from and after 
the 1st of January, 1850, when the whole of the restrictions imposed 
by the laws of Navigation will be swept away, 'and the comprehensive 
principle established of admitting into this country, or into any British 
Possession, goods of any sort, in a ship of any country, from any part 
of the world: all restrictions, however, that were heretofore deemed 
necessary for the safety of the state, or for the protection of revenue 
and mercantile interests, limiting the size of packages and the tonnage 
of vessels, and prohibiting the importation of foreign articles purporting 
to be British, remain intact, and wilL be found detailed in the first two 
chapters of this work.

The attention of passengers arriving from the Continent is 
drawn to the following regulations respecting the examina* 
Hon of baggage* 



Attendance is given at the different baggage warehouses in 

London, as follows : —

Attendance is given at the outports where Post-office 
packets are stationed, or passage vessels employed, from 
eight o'clock, a.m. until eight o'clock, p.m. throughout the 
year, in case the arrival of any vessel with passengers shall 
render such attendance necessary. Also, where dispatch 
may be required on the arrival of ambassadors, foreign mi- 
nisters, officers charged with public despatches, Queen's 
messengers, and other persons in the employ of Govern- 
ment, the proper officers are to give immediate attendance 
at all times, and, when necessary, the like attendances are to 
be given upon the departure of any vessel with passengers. 

In the event of vessels arriving with passengers when the

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examining officers are not in attendance, the Tide Surveyor, 
being tbe Tinting officer to the ship, will exam i ne any 
trifling quantity of wearing apparel only, and deliver the 
tame to such passengers at may require it. 

After all the baggage shall hare been landed, those passen- 
gers baying only single packages will be entitled to have 
them first examined ; the remaining passengers will then be 
called into the examination room in rotation, according to 
the list furnished by tbe captain ; therefore, to ensure regu- 
larity, passengers should see that their names are properly 
inserted therein. All wearing apparel, and articles not sub* 
ject to doty, after being examined, will be immediately deli- 
vered, provided the apparel has been worn, and not made up 
for the purpose of being introduced into this country without 
payment of the proper duties. When passengers have no 
articles liable to duty, it will not be necessary for tbem to 
incur tbe expense of employing an agent to clear their bag- 
gage, as the same will be examined without any expense 
whatever on account of such examination, by toe proper 
officers of tbe Customs. Dutiable articles (not being mer- 
chandise) will be delivered to passengers immediately after 
examination, on the amount of duties due thereon being 
deposited witb such accredited person in the several baggage 
warehouses as may be authorized to receive the same, and 
also a small sum for passing the entry ; (except at Folkstone 
and Ramsgate, .where the latter charge is not made by the 
clerk to the South Eastern Railway Company) passengers 
may, however, pass their own entries, or employ their own 
agent, but this course will be attended witb delay, as no cre- 
dit can be given in sucb cases. 

Books, plate, or other articles upon which drawback 
might have been received, will be delivered on tbe declara- 
tion of the passenger that no drawback was received thereon. 
In cases where articles (not being merchandise) are liable to 
duty, and the proprietors do not wish to clear the same, or 
where tbe goods are prohibited, such proprietors will be 
allowed either to abandon them or to leave tbem in tbe 
Queen's waiehouse for a period of six months, in order to 
give them an opportunity of taking them back without pay- 
ment of duty. These regulations are to be confined to cases 
where there is no improper proceeding, or attempt to unship 
or land articles without the knowledge of the officers. Ail 
goods so unshipped or landed, and all articles found concealed 
or made up in any way, in order to deceive the officers, will 
be forfeited, together with the goods packed with them ; .and 
every person concerned in such transactions will be liable to 
a penalty of 100Z. or treble the value of tbe goods. 
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If it shaH appear that any licensed agent has charged par- 
ties for Customs* duties, or other disbursements, more than 
he has actually paid, the Board will take measures for with- 
drawing his license, and for putting his bond in suit. — B. O.

(S and 9 Vict cap. 91.)

Appointment of Warehousing ports and Warehouses.— The 
Lords of the Treasury shall appoint the ports in the United 
Kingdom which shall be warehousing ports, (') and the Com- 
missioners of Customs shall appoint in what warehouses or 
places of special security or of ordinary security, (*) goods 
may be warehoused without payment of duty upon the first 
entry thereof.— S. 2. 

0) A list of the warehousing ports will be found at page 49. 

(•) Warehouses of Ordinary Security.— 1st. Where bonded goods are 
allowed to be deposited in any part of a stack of warehouses, the 
whole stack to be in the occupation, and under the locks of the Crown. 

2nd. The tiles or slates of each roof to be well-pointed internally, the 
skylights stopped up and the rafters ceiled; and when the floors are 
continued over a gateway, the same to be ceiled. 

3rd. A sufficient number of windows to be made in the building to 
supersede, as far as practicable, the necessity of using candles ; such win- 
dows to be secured by stout iron bars, deeply fixed in the brickwork, 
and on the ground-floor by shutters made to open internally, with 
strong hinges thereon, and a cross-bar to each window. AH windows 
opening into private yards or orer other buildings, and all superfluous 
windows, together with the fire-places or chimneys, to be stopped up 
with brick-work. 

4th. The entrances to have strong doors, with screw staples and 
hasps, each screw secured by a nut, and rivetted on the inside, to pre- 
vent the fastenings from being drawn ; and such doors shall open into 
the street, or other public way

rooms bywell-boarded partitions, nailed on the inside.

and if so. transmit the plan of the building, showing its relative situa- 
tion, ana state how far, in his opinion, the security of it is thereby 
diminished— B. O. 25th Aug,, 1825. 
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Warehouses of special security. ( ! )— Warehouses of special 
security to be so stated on their appointment : warehouses 
connected with wharfs and within walls, and being appointed 
to be legal quays, shall without any order of the Commis- 
sioners of Customs, be warehouses for the purposes of this 
act for all goods landed at such wharfs or quays at any port 
appointed to be a warehousing port, and all such warehouses 
shall be warehouses of special security. — S. 3. 

Warehouses and bonds. — All appointments of warehouses 
made under the authority of any other act, and all bonds 
given in respect of goods warehoused, or eutered to be ware- 
housed, under any act in force, at the time of the commence- 
ment of this act shall continue in force for the purposes of 
this act. — S. 4. 

Tobacco warehouse and rent. — The Commissioners of Cus- 
toms shall provide warehouses for tobacco at the ports into 
which tobacco may be legally imported, (*) and the Lords of 
the Treasury fix the rent, (*) which is to be appropriated as 
duties of Customs.

and the amount of price stipulated! in such document shall 
have been secured to the purchaser, every such sale shall be 
valid although the goods shall remain in such warehouse, pro-

Stowage of goods in warehouse. — All goods warehoused 
shall be stowed in such manner as that easy access may be 
had to every package and parcel, and if the occupier of the 
warehouse shall omit so to stow the same, he shall for every 
sueh omission forfeit the sum of 5/. ; and if any goods shall 
be taken out of any warehouse without due entry of the same 
with the proper officers of Customs, the occupier of the ware- 
house shall be liable to the payment of the proper duties. — S. 10. 



Occupiers to produce goods on demand. — Every occupier of 
a warehouse shall, upon request being made by any officer 
duly authorized, immediately produce any goods deposited 
therein, for the delivery of which he has received no order 
from the proper officers ; and upon every failure so to do, he 
shall forfeit the sum of 6/. over and above the duties to which 
every parcel of goods not so produced, may be liable.

— Any goods entered to be warehoused, or to be deli- 
vered from the warehouse, which shall be lost or destroyed 
by any unavoidable accident, either on ship-board or in land- 
ing or shipping the same, or in receiving into or delivering 
from the warehouse, the Commissioners of Customs may re- 
mit or return the duties payable or paid on the goods so lost 
or destroyed.

— Upon the 
application to toe Commissioners of any person actually car- 
rying on the business of a sugar refiner in the ports of Lon- 
don, Liverpool, Bristol. Hull, Greenock, or Glasgow, it shall 
be lawful for the Commissioners of Customs, by their order, to 
approve of such premises for the refining of sugar for expor- 
tation only. — S. 42. 

Sugar for refining, delivered duty free.— On approval of

pitting such delivery. Should any case of emergency arise, so that the 
officers are necessarily detained for a longer time, the Landing Surveyor 
for the station is to be made acquainted therewith by the officers on the 
Mowing morning, in order that he may make inquiry as to the neces- 
sity thereof; and further, the Landing Surveyors are to submit, on the 
1st day of every month, all such cases .as may arise on their respective 
stations, with their observations thereon,' for the consideration and di- 
rections of the Board.— B. M. 16th April, 1848.

Customs, he shall deliver to the rectiher a receipt specifying 
the marks, number, and content in gallons of the several 
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casks, the strength of each, mad the total number of gallons, 
and such Customs' officer shall forthwith dispatch to the 
Collector of Excise a certificate thereof, and the Collector of 
Excise shall pay to the rectifier a drawback of the fall duties 
of Excise, and also the drawback of three-halfpence for 
every gallon of the spirits so warehoused.

Within 34 hours of entering the port of arrival, the Master of 
every merchant vessel is bound to Report his cargo to the Chief 
Officers of Customs, agreeably to the 7th section oi the Regulation 

Act. 

When the ship is reported, the proprietors, consignees, or agents, 
who are advisee! by receipt of Bills of Lading, or other informa- 
tion, each enters his various goods by Prime or Sight Entries, and ob- 
tains thereon an order from the Registrar, addressed to the Tide- 
waiter, to discharge such portion of cargo into the custody of the 
Landing-mattery (who by his instructions is enjoined to see to their 
safety,) for examination at some authorized dock, wharf, or legal 
quay, provided the goods are to be landed ; or otherwise allow 
them to be transhipped, or examined on board, when so specified. 

Prime Entries are of two kinds, Duty Paid and Bonding Free 
Entries nxe perfect for the quantities they bear; and an additional 
entry is necessary when they do not embraee the whole importation 
of such goods. Prime Duty paid Warrants, (those for corn and goods 
by tale excepted,) when short, are completed by a Post Entry for the 
difference; and, when duty is paid in excess, an Over Entry, or Special 
Certificate may be obtained for the return of the amount overpaid. 
Upon every entry the marks and numbers should be correctly 
stated ; but it is not necessary, save when perfecting a sight, that 
the exact weight, gauge, tale, or measure, should be given on bond- 
ing or warehousing warrants. 

A Sight Entry Is a document allowing the merchant previous 
eiaroination of his goods in the presence of proper officers, to 
enable him to make perfect entry thereof f ana it is only granted 
upon declaration of his inability, from lack of sufficient information 
otherwise so to do. Although usually found convenient, it is by no 
means necessary that the officer should take his account at the 
same time with the merchant ; and since no definite intimation of 
contents is afforded, in order to obtain accurate particulars for 
checking the perfect entry, a thorough examination of each package 
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should be made by the officer. And it is further essential that b? 
1 should make himself fully acquainted with the nature, varieties. 

qualities, and proper ratings of goods so entered. When tk 
sight expresses that the goods are to be warehoused for expor- 
tation only, each package must be opened, but a less strict el- 
ami nation is permissible, the officer taking care that the perfect 
bonding entry bears the same limitation as the sight. 

A Sight must be perfected within three days of the date of ex- 
amination by Free, Duty, or Warehousing Warrant, or partially to 
each. Nevertheless, the superior officers are empowered, uwe 
application in writing, setting forth a reason sufficient to satisft 
them that the indulgence is necessary, to grant an extension « 
time, not exceeding three additional days. 



The master or owner of any ship lying alongside the 
Quays, may enter by imperfect warehousing entry, under sick 
general description as is contained in the report, any goods ™w 
shall not have been entered within forty-eignt hours fromtk<w 
of report, which goods are only liable to seizure for inaccuracy s 
entry, after perfect entry has oeen made by the proprietor witns 
one month of the date of landing. 

All warrants, when received, are entered by the Registrar or to 
clerks, into the official books prepared for the purpose, and destined 
to contain the officers' examinations, or Customs accounts, wsH 
the charge for duty, Ac. Bonding entries exclusivelyi are * 
tered into Red, all other descriptions into Blue Books ; nevertheless, 
in the blue books are inserted Short Copies, or abstracts of all i**" 
housing entries and examination, for the information of the Jef 
quer in checking the returns of the cargo ; the red books, wbtf 
completed by the Landing Waiter, and compared by the Registry 
being forwarded to the Controllers of warehousing accounts,^ 
issue the final order for delivery of these goods When reton* 
complete, the blue books of each ship and voyage are collect 
together; the various documents, such as her report, van J n |i 
lighter notes, and Board's papers collated, and the whole carets. 
examined by the Registrar, to ascertain that the caigol** 
fully discharged, and properly accented for. They are v® 
passed to the Jerquer to be finally examined and stored. 

Wholly, or in part, an examination of all goods imported* 
be made; and in the assessment for duty, the landing pra^ 1 ** 
to take weigbables at, or as near, a net weight as can content* I 
be done, regard being had to the preservation of the goods, a° 
due dispatch of business. At the Queen's warehouse package* J 
opened and repacked by Customs Weighers $ but elsewhere,). 
duty of bringing goods to the scale, and of opening or tfBJff* 
them for examination, is done by, or at the expense « p 
merchant. 

In weighing, the scale should preponderate on the goods. ■ ■ 
excepting in the case of tobacco, when the weight side *» ou jL 
dine — 11d. when the weight does not exceed 4501b. and *^Tj? 
above that quantity, being deducted from each package *" 
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A draft allowance of 1 lb. also, deducted with the Tare, is made 
upon packages of Tea weighing 28 lbs. gross and upwards, but 
without reversing the inclination of the scale. 

In taring, however, a standing beam is always received. On 
completion of the work, all proper deductions having been taken, 
and the account made up, it should be left in the particular weight 
or measure by which the article is rated to duty. 

Bullion, Diamonds, Fresh Fish of British taking imported in British 
vessels, and Lobsters however taken, being admissible without Report 
or Entry, their examination is recorded in special books for each sta- 
tion, lodged with the Registrar. 

Free Goods (') now form the more considerable proportion both 
in bulk and value of the country's importations, and for them the 
landing accounts of wharfingers and dock companies may be taken 
generally; whilst for all such imported in bulk to be delivered bv 
craft, when the warrant is endorsed by the merchant with his 
invoice weight or tale, weighing or tallying may be dispensed 
with, and his account adopted for the official return. Landing 
officers, however, are enjoined to be as vigilant in their examina- 
tions as if the goods were liable to duty, in order to prevent their 
being fraudulently used as a cloak to pass such as inav* be charge- 
able; and the practice is, with those encased, carefully to survey 
tlie whole number of packages externally, and, provided the general 
appearance does not give reason to suspect fraud, select at least 
one in ten for opening, as in other partial examinations. Previous 
to delivery, it is essentially necessary that the Landing Surveyor's 
attention should be called to them, that he may satisfy himself of 
the correctness of each rating, and return and notify his check ex- 
aminations and inspection in the official book. 

Damaged Good*. — In proportion to the amount sustained, a re- 
mission of duty is granted upon goods receiving damage during 
the voyage, with fine exception of the articles set forth in the 
32 sec. Regulation Act. See p. 16. 

The claim must be a written one, made whilst the goods remain 
in the custody of the Crown, and within fiur days of their first 
examination, saving such goods as have been landed under a 
Master's imperfect entry ; in which case the Board of Customs 
have decided that four davs should be allowed from the time per- 
fect entry was made by the merchant/*) Declarations from the 
proprietor that tbe goods were shipped 1 in sound condition, and 
from the master (>) that such damage was received after shipment, 
and before landing in the United Kingdom, must be appended. 

0) With entries for free goods importers are to furnish an additional 
biQ, to be forwarded with the warrant to the Registrar, who should enter 
tbe latter in the Blue Book, and attach the bill thereto. The Landing 
Waiter, after examination, endorsing the bill with the actual quantity 
landed, returns it and the Book to the Registrar, to be by him daily 
transmitted to the Examiner of Accounts.— B. M. 12th Sept., 1849.

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With such a claim, the Landing Officers proceed to surrey the 
goods, and agreeing with the merchant, report to the Board the 
proportion of allowance to which they consider them entitled ; or. 
in case they deem themselves incompetent to determine, or the mer- 
chants be dissatisfied with the abatement proposed, a reference b 
made through the Collector and Controller — names being submitted 
in the Officer's report — to two disinterested merchants experienced 
in such goods, who survey them and subscribe a declaration of the 
amount that in their estimation the goods are lessened in their 
true value ; which being submitted to the Board, and approrei 
is allowed by damage certificate, if duty has been paid on im- 
portation, or deducted from the foot of the account if they be 
warehoused. 

On Corn, allowances for increase of measure by reason of 
its heating are made, with or without abatement for damage. 
In the former case the officer should be careful to deduct tbc 
increase, previous to estimating the further amount of damage; 
observing also that the just claim the article is entitled to, is not 
that indicated by its actual condition, but adjudged from the sttf? 
it should be in after the best treatment for its restoration has been 
resorted to. 

Seizures. — Regular forms being provided, the officer fills uppropet 
seizure notes and a duplicate receipt, which he sends with the goods 
in all cases, to the Queen's warehouse, obtaining from the ware, 
housekeeper one receipt in return, which he appends to the official 
book. But in important matters, the goods being lodged as above 
described, the circumstances are forthwith communicated to the 
Board. 

Goods Undervalued. — When a difference of opinion exists in re- 
gard to the importer's declared value regulating the duty on his 
goods, officers detain them until satisfied: as to their exact worth. 
and notify their determination to him when reserving them for the 
consideration of the Board. Should he apply for their restoration, 
on the petition being referred to them tney report the circum- 
stances of detention, values given and estimated with the corres- 
ponding amounts of duty, and await their Honours' decision. 

The party declining to apply, the Officers, within seven days of 
the examination, should themselves report the facta with like par- 
ticulars, for the Board's direction.

TARING. 



In cases where goods cannot conveniently be weighed net, the 
weight of package, all internal wrappers, papers, strings, Ac, 
should be deducted from the gross to produce net weight : this is 
termed taring. 

Taring is determined in several ways:— -1st. By an Actual Tare, 
or turning out the goods and taking the weight of each package 
and enclosure from the gross. This is performed by Landing 
Waiters, all other descriptions of Tare being settled and written 
off in words at length with initials and date by LandingSurveyors. 

fcdly. By Average thus : — With packages varying little from 
each other, a limited portion are selected by the landing officers, 
and their contents turned out, when they are tared by the Landing 
Surveyor, and an average struck that is allowed for the whole 
number. 

3rdly. By per Centage, thus: — When packages vary consider- 
ably one from another in their gross weights, but the goods bear a 
relative proportion, it is usual to select a few together of average 
gross weight ; turn out, tare, and convert this into either a per 
centage or a per package rate, to be applied as before. 

4tbly. An Allowed Tare is one agreed upon between the Land- 
ing Surveyor and the merchant, or his agent, and applied either 
per package, per cent, or by proportionate deduction. 

Sthly. A Super Tare is a special allowance granted for increase of 
weight of package, &c. from water imbibed by it in a leaky ship ; 
or, when gross weight regulates the tare, from part of the con- 
tents being washed: out, as in the case of sugar in casks.

Before packages containing silk goods or leather gloves are opened, 
e landing-waiter should take the external dimensions. After being 
opened, the number of parcels they contain, and the internal dimen- 
sions and content are booked, with silks, he assorts the goods, for 
their several rates of duty, weighing such as pay by weight, and classi- 
fying for convenient estimate such as pay at value. The Landing 
Surveyor, having satisfied himself with the account thus far taken, 
selects cartons, papers, &c, for taring, marking each as he proceeds. 
Ribbons npon hollow blocks, pasteboards. &c, he chooses without refer- 
ence to average weights, but those on solid wooden blocks are specially 
treated thus : A carton of average weight in each size is found, the rib- 
bons turned out, weighed, and a proportionate number of average 
pieces selected for stripping, the blocks being duly marked for identity. 
The tares of each — blocks and cartons — are separately taken, at the 
back of the book, (decimal weights of 100 parts to the lb., as previously 
stated, being used,) written off; deducted, and the accounts made up, as 
shown below. With gloves, tallying is simply required.

SPIRITS. 

Spirits general] j consist of alcohol and water, the specific gravity 
being less than that of water, and varying in exact proportion to 
the amount of alcohol contained therein. Therefore the strength 
of the liquid is assessible from its weight. And hence the prin- 
ciple of the hydrometer — an instrument by which this relative 
quality is easily tested. Cordials however, or Spirits mixed with 
Saccharine, effectually resist the action of the instrument, and its 
precise strength, so blended, cannot be ascertained. Full direc- 
tions for its use accompany the hydrometer, in the work containing 
the necessary tables of reference. 

Spirits hi Catk* are contented and charged to one gallon. Frac- 
tional parts, an the strength, are discarded when below, and have an 
additional gallon charged when amounting to {&th parts thereof. 
When they are of a less content than twenty gallons however, 
whether racked casks or ullages, duty should be charged on the 
strength to the tenth part of a gallon. 

Bottled Spirits are chargeable on strength to the thirty-second 
put of a gallon, fractional parts being taken when exceeding, and 
discarded when not exceeding one half part. 

Overproof and underproof are similarly calculated, separately 
shown, balanced, and the surplus added to or deducted from the 
liquid content of the parcel.^)

EXPORTS. 

Th e Customs' Regulations affecting exports differ in man* material 
particulars from those governing imports ; and their practical appli- 
cation is entrusted to a special division selected from the genets! 
body of landing officers, designated Searchers. The Searchers so* 
perintend the shipment of all aescriptions of goods exported at mer- 
chandise, exciseable articles upon which bounty or drawback is 
allowed, and bonded goods, free of duty, from the warehouses, 
shipped as stores for the use of vessels proceeding to foreign part*. 

As a general rule, vessels are not permitted to take in goods mt 
export until their inward cargo be entirely discharged; but ai 
many ships will not float empty, without ballast, and it is de- 
signed to lade heavy cargo at bottom in lieu thereof, upon car-

Exports, continued. 

Uficate being furnished by the Tide-surveyor that the vessel re- 
quires stiffening and upon entry of the goods outwards, the 
Searchers may issue a stamped note authorizing the receipt of such 
cargo before her discharge inwards be completed. 

Merchandise is legally exported on cocket and bill in the follow- 
ing manner:— A warrant for cocket, and — with warehoused goods 
and those for which the regulations of the service require bond to 
be taken upon exportation— a bond note having been first pre- 
pared, and the value stated thereon duly certified as sufficient by 
the Landing Surveyor of the station whence the goods are to be re- 
moved, the party is bound by the Clerk of the Bonds, and a certifi- 
cate appended that bond has been given. Both documents are then 
taken to the Cocket-writer, who, extracting all necessary particu- 
lars from the warrant, fills up and signs the proper form" of cocket 
on behalf of the Collector and Controller, and passes it to the Ex- 
porter, who is thenceforward held responsible for its proper use. 

For bonded goods a cocket, shipping bill, bond note, locker's 
order, and slip,— if removed by a licensed Carman from one dock 
or station to another — also a dandy-note, are delivered to the 
varehonsekeeper in whose custody the goods may be. After 
examining and signing them he returns to the party the cocket, 
shipping bill, locker's order, and, if there be one, the dandy note, . 
retaining the bond note and slip. 

In case the goods are to be cleared from the station where they 
he, the documents received from the warehouse-keeper together 
with a pricking note properly filled up, are presented to the Searcher 
there, who compares them, and, if correct, countersigns the locker's 
order as authority for that officer to deliver the goods specified 
therein for shipment: and, upon receipt from the warehouse, if 
found in everv respect to correspond with the endorsements on the 
cocket and bill, the Searcher permits them to be shipped. 

But in the event of the vessel loading at another station, the 
goods are delivered into the charge of a licensed lighterman, or 
carman. If the former, with a black, if the latter, with a red, 
pricking note,! 1 ) properly signed and stamped, as authority for the 
master to receive the goods on board his ship, the lighterman 
giving a receipt on the face of the shipping bill for the goods he 
undertakes to convey. 

On removal by a licensed carman, the dandy-note, with the exact 
time of departure stated thereon, is given to him, which, immediately 
on arrival, he delivers with the goods to the Searcher's Shipping Offi- 
cer, that a notification on the same document of the precise time of 
arrival may be made, whereby the Searcher is apprized how long 
they have been in transitu — an important particular in determining 
the strictness of his examination previous to allowing their shipment.

Tbe cockct, shipping bill, and pricking note, now being, or hav- 
ing already been lodged with the Searcher, the goods are examined 
on the bill and shipped. The particulars on the dandy-note me 
by bim compared with those on the locker's order— which, after 
being returned attested by the locker to the warehousekeeper, is 
forwarded through an official channel to the Searcher — and signing 
it, when correct, he returns the order to the warehousekeeper, as 
a notification of tbe shipment of the goods, that tbey may be dis- 
charged from his books, and the merchant's bond subsequently 
cancelled. 

British or free goods are shipped simply upon cocket and bill 
containing a correct endorsement of their particulars, agree- 
ably to the classified list,( 1 ) and a declaration of their several values 
signed by the exporter or his representative. When free goods 
are to be conveyed by a lighterman to the export vessel, a note 
prepared by the shipper, bearing the marks, numbers, and descrip- 
tion of packages, with the name of the vessel, master, and port of 
destination, is presented to the Searcher, with the cocket and bill; 
finding this note accord with the cocket and bill, he stamps and de- 
livers it to tbe lighterman as his authority that the goods be 
received on board. 

For bonded stores, and goods subject to drawback shipped as 
stores ; the master or owner signs, in tbe presence of the Searcher 
at the principal office, a request-note, specifying accurately the 
goods he requires for the use of his vessel ; and having given bond 
for their proper disposal, a black and red store bill, endorsed 
with the particulars, are signed by the Office Searcher: the for- 
mer, as an authority to the warehousekeeper* to deliver tbe goods 
into tbe charge of tbe Searcher at the station where they are in- 
tended to be cleared ; and the latter as his permit that such stores 
go for shipment. The further proceedings in respect to locker's 
order, slip, dandy ,and pricking notes, are the same in tbe clearance 
of bonded stores as those described in shipping goods from the ware- 
houses. 

The examination of goods and stores by the Searcher is notified 
with his initials and date on the shipping bill, and it is principally 
directed to those upon which bounty or drawback is claimed, or nigo- 
duty foreign goods from the warehouse — such as spirits, wine, 
tobacco and segars, tea, beer, hops, books, paper, playing cards f) 
sugar, soap, silk, plate, &c; and the circumstances requiring atten- 
tion are to check the gauge, strength, weight, or quality of tne con- 
tents of packages so inspected ; see that tbe goods be worth the 
amount of drawback claimed, and with respect to British wrought 
plate, that it is duly stamped and has never been used.

After due shipment of all goods the cockets and bills^) are imme- 
diately forwarded to the Searcher's clearing office ; and the pricking 
notes properly signed by the master, mate, or tidewaiter in charge, 
who has received the goods on board, are collected by the Master 
or his agent, and lodged there also to facilitate the clearing of his 
resseL 

The particular features of each may be gleaned from the follow- 
ing description of 

searchers' documents. 

A Slip for Bondtd Goods is obtained of the warehousekeeper, and 
should contain particulars of the import ship and date of vovage ; 
also the merchant's name and date of entry, together witn full 
particulars of the intended export vessel, marks numbers and 
contents of packages — the quantities being in figures — which ac- 
count must be certified by the warehousekeeper. and counter- 
signed by the locker in proof that such goods are in his custody. 
It is then presented to the Landing Surveyor of the station, with 
the bond note, who endorses thereon his permission to export. 

When constructively bonded, and the goods have not reached 
the bonding yards or warehouses, the landing waiter must be 
called upon pnmarily to certify to the correctness of the account, 
before the slip is presented to the warehousekeepers, locker, or 
Surveyor. 

A Bond Note is obtained at the Bond Office, and bears on its 
face, besides the necessary particulars of the ship, master, port, 
and date of entry outwards, the ratings and values of the differ- 
ent descriptions of goods to be exported, and at the back an accu- 
rate endorsement of particulars of each package, both being in 
words at length. It becomes eventually, when certified by the 
Landing Surveyor that the value stated is sufficient, and bond 
taken upon it, the warehousekeeper's warrant. 

A Warrant for Cocket is drawn by the exporter or his agent, and 
should specify, in figures, the quantities, ratings, and value — when 
paying duty by value — of the goods to be exported; whether 
they be British, duty free, or bonded ; and with full description 
of ship, master, and port of destination, to enable the Cocket- 
waiter to complete his document therefrom. 

) Two copies of Bills of Entry, and two signatures to the cocket are 
only required in cases of British Goods subject to Duty : Goods on which 
Bounty or Drawback is claimed, and for which a Debenture has to be is- 
sued. In all other cases no Bills of Entry,* and not more than one sig- 
nature to the Cocket should be required. That the Entry and the Cocket 
should be written on the same sheet of paper, and headed " Entry and 
Cocket/'-G.O.^. 

The above G. O. does not apply to Coals exported in Foreign Ships, 
whether subject to duty or exempted by Treaties of Reciprocity.— Two 
Bills of Entry are to be required, that one may be forwarded to the 
Examiner to control the claimed exemption. — G. 0. 15 } g .

A Cocket is granted by the Collector and Controller of Custom* 
on production of a warrant for cocket, and certificate (') that bond 
has been given to export the goods described therein. On the 
face it should bear the names of the ship, master, and port of 
destination ; the date of entry outwards, and that of the special 
order by which, under peculiar circumstances, goods are allowed 
by the Board to be shipped irregularly. For nonded goods the 
tonnage of the vessel also is required. Following these, should be 
inserted in figures the total quantities of the several descriptions 
of goods, with the amount of duty, if any be chargeable. Hie 
necessary official signature being then appended, it Is handed to 
the exporter, and he is thenceforward held responsible for it* 
proper use. The cocket usually embraces all the goods the shipper 
intends to forward by the vessel to which it applies; but it is not 
necessary that he should ship them together, the cocket suffices for 
the whole, with separate shipping bills for each occasion, thus*— 
When a parcel of goods is ready — if they l>e British or dot/ 
free, not claiming bounty or drawback — the exporter endorses on 
the cocket, in words at length, the number of packages, their ge- 
neral contents, and for British, their value; if tney be other goods, 
he describes the number and kind of packages, with full particu- 
lars of contents, specifying the quantity, quality, or value, aiid 
setting forth their respective marks anil numbers in the margin. 
To every such endorsement he appends, also in words at length* 
the total quantity of each sort of goods in the shipment, with the 
total number of each sort of package containing them, distinguish- 
ing all such, if any there be, for bounty or drawback ; and alfsucb, 
if any there be, subject to duty on exportation, or exempt there- 
from. When thus prepared and signed by the claimant, it is for- 
warded with its corresponding shipping bill to the Searcher, by 
whom the two are compared, selections made, and examination re- 
corded on the Bill ; and, if correct, the goods made a shipped." 
The bills are then forwarded to the principal Searcher's office, sad 
the cocket retained by the Searcher at the station for any further 
endorsement the exporter may wish to make in subsequent ship- 
ments, he being allowed to endorse any portion up to its full ei-

ttvt; but the Searcher should take care that he does not exceed this 
entry. When the last endorsement is made, and the goods ship- 
ped, it is forwarded with the bill ami all pricking notes to the 
Office Searchers, where the cocket is put on the ship's file for ex- 
amination with the ship's " Content." 

It should be noticed that all Goods not duly cleared as above de 
scribed, are liable to forfeiture. 

A Skipping Bill is prepared by the merchant. On its face is a 
copy, in figures of the full cocket entry ; and on the reverse, it 
bears an endorsement of the goods brought for shipment, specify- 
iajrthe quantity and description of goods in each separate package, 
with their proper marks ; and when for bounty or drawback, a 
ckum duly signed by the merchant is appended in words at length. 
If warehoused goods, the total net quantity must be inserted in 
words and its correctness attested by the warehousekeeper, from 
whose custody they are to be delivered. If British or free 
Roods, an accurate account specifying quantity, quality, and value, 
classed according to the published official list, must be signed by 
the merchant or his agent, with the value only in words at length^ 1 ) 
If Inland Revenue goods liable to drawback, parties claiming thereon 
must give notice to the officer of Inland Revenue, and from him 
obtain a certificate containing a full description of the goods for 
which drawback is claimed, producing it to the Searcher at the 
time of clearing the goods.(*) 

The examination corresponding, they are duly shipped, and a 
certificate returned to the officer of Inland Revenue by the 
Searcher at the principal office, Custom House. 

Black and Red Ships* Store Bills contain the, particulars of goods 
sMppsd as stores for the vessel, the quantities neing allowed by the 
Office Searcher in proportion to the number or passengers and 
trew and the estimated duration of the voyage.( 3 ) They, of course 
contain the names of the ship, master, and' place or places of desti- 
nation, together with that of the store dealer or merchant, and 
the tonnage of the vessel. The black bill, in addition, bears the 
numbers of passengers and crew. Before signing these docu- 
ments, the Office Searcher requires the bond note to be lodged 
with him, if the vessel be entered outwards with cargo, or a bal- 
last declaration endorsed by the clerk of the bonds, if leaving In 
ballast.(«) 

A Request Note for Stores embraces all the particulars required 
on the store bills, and must be signed by the master or owner in 
the presence of the Office Searcher.

A Victualling Bill is prepared after due shipment of the stores, 
and contains a correct list of the same, with the particulars of the 
▼easel, Ac. With vessels proceeding to a British P os s es sion, it is 
attached to the file of cockets. 

A Content is made out by the master or his broker, and bears the 
names of the ship, master, and place or places of destination, her 
tonnage, und an account of ail packages, with the marks and num- 
bers, shipped on board her, distinguishing all such, if any, that have 
been reported inwards for exportation. Before clearance, the 
whole of the cockets are delivered to the Office Searcher, who 
causes the particulars thereon to be compared with those in the 
content; files, labels, and seals the cockets, attesting the correct* 
nas thereof by his signature on the label and content. The master 
then signs a declaration to the truth of the content, answering 
such questions as may be put to him by the Collector and Con- 
troller, whereupon they clear his ship for her intended voyage, no- 
tifying it and the date upon the content, label to the file of cockets, 
and victualling bill. The content is then transmitted to the Office 
Searchers, and the file of cockets and victualling bill delivered to 
the master as authority for such ship departing the port. 

A BUI of Store is a document issued by a Searcher for such goods 
as have been legally exported from this country, and, lacking sale, 
or for any other cause inducing the exporter to require their return, 
within six years are brought back. 

The party in whose name any goods thus re-imported were en- 
tered for exportation must deliver, to the Searcher at the port of 
exportation an accurate account, signed by himself, of the particu- 
lars of such goods, Deferring to the entry and clearance outwards, 
as well as the return inwards, with the marks and numbers of the 

Eackages inwards and outwards < whereupon the Searcher grants t 
ill ofstore for the same. If the person in whose name such goods 
were entered was not the proprietor thereof, but his agent; he 
must declare (') upon the bill of store the name of his principal And 
if the consignee be not such proprietor and exporter he must make 
and subscribe a declaration upon the bill of store of the name of 
the party for whose use such goods have been consigned to him : 
and the real proprietor must make and subscribe a declaration upon 
the bill of store, to the entry of the goods so exported and now 
returned— that he was the proprietor of such goods at the time of 
exportation and re-importation and that the same had not during 
such time been sold or disposed of to any other person. Such de- 
claration to be made before the Collectors and Controllers at the 
ports of exportation and importation respectively, or before a local 
magistrate, whereupon the Collector and Controller give it the 
virtue of a warrant, and admit the bill of store as an entry accord- 
ingly. It Is forwarded to the landing officers, who examine and 
identify the goods, the Landing Surveyor expressing himself

satisfied on the bill itself, and should bounty or drawback have 
been received on the exportation thereon, such is notified on the 
fece of the document, and must be repaid before delivery of 

the goods. 

A Dandy Note is given by the warehousekeepers to the carman 
far protection of goods in transitu, removed by land from a bond- 
tag yard, wharf, or warehouse, for shipment at another station. It 
contains particulars of the marks, numbers, and general contents of 
packages, and name and place of the vessel for which they are des- 
tined. The locker also records thereon the exact time of leaving 
with the goods. 

A Locker's Order is issued by the ware housekeeper to the party in 
custody of them, as authority to deliver the goods specified thereon 
to the bearer without restriction, when duty has been paid on home 
consumption warrant ; but when they be for export, under the regu- 
lations of the Honourable Board applicable to the particular goods ; 
of which due notice is afforded on tne order. 

A Special Sufferance is occasionally granted by the Board of Cus- 
toms, permitting the shipment of goods at an unlawful place, when, 
from want of accommodation, stress of weather, or other reasonable 
cause, the vessel cannot reach a legal quay to load. 

A Transfer Entry is made out by the merchant when goods en- 
tered cannot be exported by the intended vessel. In such cases, 
within a moderate time, he is allowed to transfer and ship them on 
board some other vessel. 

A Debenture is a document prepared by the Collector and Con- 
troller, certifying the entry of goods outwards. After the de- 
parture of the vessel, their due shipment and exportation is certi- 
fied thereon by the Searcher, and returned to the Bench Officers 
for computation and payment of drawback or bounty. 

A Pricking Note is obtained of the Searcher, and used for bonded, 
drawback, and bounty goods. It contains the usual particulars of 
the ship, master, and port of destination, with the marks, num- 
bers, and general description of the packages. When presented 
with the cocket and bill to the Searcher, it is stamped by him and 
forwarded through his Shipping Officer to the master or mate of 
the vessel, whose receipt is taken for it, as authority to receive 
such goods on board.

Article I. — Confers reciprocal privileges on the authors 
tod artists of Great Britain and Prussia, 

Article II. — No person to be entitled to the privilege, un- 
less the work in respect of which Copyright is claimed shall 
have been registered in the manner following: — 

Firstly* If the work be one that has first appeared in 
Prussia, it must have been registered in the Register Book 
of the Company of Stationers in London. 

Secondly. If the work be one that has first appeared in the 
British dominions, it must have been registered in the Cata- 
logue at the office of his Prussian Majesty's minister for edu- 
cational affairs. 

No person to be entitled to protection, unless the laws and 
regulations of the respective states in regard to the work in 
respect of which it may be claimed shall have been duly 
complied with ; nor, in cases where there are several copies 
of the work, unless one copy shall have been delivered gra* 
tuitously at the place appointed by law for that purpose. 

Article III.— The authors of dramatic and musical works 
which shall have been first publicly represented or performed 
in either of the two countries, shall be protected in the public 
representation of their works in the other country to the 
full extent in which native subjects would be protected in 
respect of such works first represented or performed in such 
country ; provided they shall previously have duly registered 
their Copyright.

For the purpose of carrying the provisions of this Act into effect. 
Receivers of Admiralty droits (*) are appointed, whose names and 
addresses are to be posted at tne Custom-Houses and at Lloyd's. 
All provisions in this Act respecting Receivers to be applicable to 
the present agents appointed: by the Receiver-general, and all ap- 
pointments to be exempt from stamp-duty. — S. 3. 

Lords of manors or other persons claiming a right to wreck or 
goods found jetsam, flotsam, lagan, or derelict, are to give notice 
thereof to a Receiver.— S. 4. 

All persons finding wreck, Ac., are to report in writing the par- 
ticulars of the finding thereof, to a Receiver or officer of the Cus- 
toms, and shall place such articles at the disposal of the said Re- 
ceiver or officer ; and every officer of the Customs receiving such 
report, shall forthwith transmit the same to the nearest Receiver. 
Any person concealing or retaining possession of such wreck, Ac, 
or not reporting any articles or droits of Admiralty, shall forfeit 
all claim to salvage, and shall on conviction forfeit any sum oc* 
exceeding £100.

What deemed Coasting Trade.— All trade by sea from any 
one part of the United Kingdom to any other part thereof, 
or to the Isle of Man, or from the I*le of* Man to any part of 
the United Kingdom, or from one part of the Isle of Man to 
another part thereof, is to be deemed a coasting trade ; and 
no part of the United Kingdom, or of the Isle of Man, however 
situated with regard to any other part thereof, is to be deemed 
to be parts beyond the seas. — 8 and 9 Vict. cap. 66, *. 118. 

No goods or passengers shall be carried coastwise from one 

Sart of the United Kingdom to another, or from the United 
Jngdoin to either of the Channel Islands of Guernsey, 
Jersey, Alderney, Sark or Man, nor from one part of either 
island to another part of the same, except in British ships.— 
12 and 13 Vict. cap. 29, S. 213. 

Coasting Ship confined to Coasting Voyage. — No goods 
shall be laden on board any ship, to be carried coastwise, 
until all goods brought from parts beyond the seas shall hare 
been unladen therefrom ; and if any goods shall be taken 
into, or put out of any coasting ship at sea, or if any coast- 
ing ship shall touch at any place over the sea, or deviate 
from her voyage, unless forced by unavoidable circumstances, 
which the master must (in either case) declare under his 
hand, to the Collector or Controller at the port in the United 
Kingdom, or in the Isle of Man, where sueh ship shall after- 
wards first arrive, the master of such ship shall forfeit the 
sum of £200.— 8 & 9 Vict. cap.

inspection of the proper officers, so often as the same shall be 
demanded.

Clearance and Transire.( l ) — Before any coasting ship shall 
depart from the port of lading, an account, together with

nage duty; and all articles of apparel, household furniture, liquors, or 
provisions, taken by passengers for their private use, or small quantities 
of shop goods taken by tradesmen, who may be passengers on board 
such vessels, are to be considered as baggage, and exempt from coast 
regulations ; as also are empty packages, live fish, chippings of granite, 
cobblestones, whinstones, kelp, Kentish rag stones, flints picked off 
land, pebbles, gravel and chalk, faggots or bavins for bakers' use, hay, 
straw, fresh meat, soap ashes for manure, coal ashes, iron-stone, and 
all stone quarried in this country, bones for manure, bricks, sand, 
British tiles, slates, native timber and wood intended to be used for pit- 
props and sleepers for railroads, are exempt from coast regulations.

ACT FOB THE REGULATION OF STEAM NAVIGATION, 

And for requiring Sea-going Vessels to carry Boats, 
[9 and 10 Vict. cap. 100.] 



All steam-vessels built of iron of 100 tons or upwards, shall be 
divided by transverse water-tight partitions, so that the fore-part of 
the vessel shall be separated from the engine-room by one of such par- 
titions, and so that the after part of such vessel shall be separated from 
the engine-room by another of such partitions. 

No vessel, 100 tons or upwards, shall proceed to sea unless provided 
with boats supplied with all the requisites for their use, and not being 
fewer in number nor less in dimensions than in the following Table : 
provided that the said limits of dimension be not considered applicable 
to vessels engaged in the Whale Fishery : —

qnireoVh shall also be provided with a boat fitted up as a life-boat, 
with all 1 requisites for its use, together with two life-buoys. 

Every steamer, which shall proceed to sea with passengers, shall, in 
«WitJonto thCbOats specified in the foregoing table, and in lieu of a 
boat fitted up as* a Kfe boat, be provided either with such boats as are 
QSQaUy caBed paddle-box boats, or with such other boats as may be 
directed fan lieu thereof. 
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No steam-veseel of one hundred tons burden or upwards shall proceed 
to sea unless it shall be provided with a hose for the purpose of extin- 
guishing fire, capable of being connected with the engines of the vessel. 

For the purposes of this Act the tonnage of vessels shall be ascer- 
tained according to the rules of admeasurement prescribed by any Act 
of Parliament for the time being in force, regulating the admeasure- 
ment of the tonnage and burden of the merchant ships of the United 
Kingdom. 

If any such steam-vessel proceed to sea without being provided with 
such hose, or being an iron steam-vessel without being so divided, or if 
any steam or other vessel of one hundred tons burden or upwards, pro- 
ceed to sea without being so provided with boats, or if any of such boats 
be lost or rendered useless in the course of the voyage, through the wil- 
ful fault of the owner or master, or if in case of any such boats being 
accidentally lost or injured in the course of the voyage, the master or 
other person having charge of the vessel wilfully neglect to replace or 
repair the same on the first convenient opportunity, then and in every 
case where the owner shall appear to be in fault, he shall forfeit a sum 
not exceeding 100/., and in every case where the mister or other person 
having charge of the vessel shall appear to be in fault, he shall forfeit 
a sum not exceeding ML 

It shall not be lawful for any officer of Customs to clear out any 
such steam-vessel for any voyage to parts beyond the seas, without 
being provided with such hose, or being an iron steam vessel, without 
being so divided, nor to clear out any steam or other vessel of 100 tons 
burden or upwards for any voyage to parts beyond the seas, unless the 
same be provided with such boats as hereinbefore required. 

Every steam vessel when meeting or passing any other steam-vesiel 
shall pass as far as may be safe on the port side of such other vessel; 
and any steam-vessel navigating any river or narrow channel shall keep 
as far as is practicable to that side of the fairway or mid-channel of 
such river which lies on the starboard side, due regard being had to the 
tide and to the position of each vessel in such tide : and the master or 
other person baying the charge of any such steam-vessel, and neglect- 
ing to observe these regulations, shall forfeit a sum not exceeding SOL 

The master of any steam-veseel which shall be in any river or nar- 
row channel, within twenty miles of any part of the coast of Great 
Britain or Ireland, shall, whether under weigh or at anchor, between 
sunset and sunrise, exhibit such lights as shall be required, and in default 
shall forfeit a sum not exceeding £20 for every night in which such 
default shall be made ; and the owner of any steam-vessel in which 
such light shall not be exhibited as aforesaid, shall not be entitled to 
recover any recompense or damage whatsoever which may be sustained 
by such vessel in consequence of any other vessel running foul thereof 
during the night 

If any damage to any person or property shall be sustained in conse- 
quence of the non-observance as respects any steam-vessel of the rules 
contained in the two enactments relative to tne passing of steam-vessels 
and to the exhibiting of lights hereinbefore contained, the same shall in 
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all Courts of Justice be deemed, in the absence of proof to the contrary, 
to have been occasioned by the wilful default of the master or other 
person having charge of such steam-vessel. 

On or before the 30th day of April and the 31st day of October in 
every year the owners of every steam-vessel shall transmit to the Lords 
of the Committee of Privy Council for Trade the two following decla- 
rations in writing ; (that is to say,) 

First, a declaration of the sufficiency and good condition of the 
hull of such steamer, under the hand of a Shipwright Surveyor, to 
be approved by the Lords of the said Committee. 

Second, A Declaration of the sufficiency and good condition of the 
machinery of such steam vessel, under the hand of an Engineer, 
to be approved in like manner by the Lords of the said Com- 
mittee; such Declarations bearing date of some day in the 
months of April or October respectively. 

And the Lords of the said Committee shall register such Declarations, 
and transmit to the owners of such steam-vessels respectively Certificates 
of the registry of such Declaration. (') 

No steam-vessel shall proceed to sea, unless the owner thereof shall 
have transmitted such Declarations, and shall have received Certificates 
of the Registry thereof as before mentioned ; nor shall any Officer of 
Customs clear out any steam-vessel carrying passengers for any voyage 
to parts beyond the seas, unless upon the production of such Certificate. 

If any steam-vessel proceed to sea with passengers, the owner whereof 
has not duly transmitted to the Lords of the said Committee such De- 
clarations, and received from the Lords of the said Committee such Cer- 
tificates of the Registry of such declarations as is hereinbefore men- 
tioned, the owner shall forfeit a sum not exceeding 100/. 



( l ) The officers whose duty it is to measure steam-vessels are to cer- 
tify on the Certificate previously to their registry, that they are divided 
in the manner provided by the second section of the above Act. 

No vessel of 100 tons or upwards, bound to parts beyond the seas, is 
to be allowed to clear out, unless the master shall certify on the ship's 
content that such vessel is fitted up and furnished with all the require- 
ments of the said Act With regard to a ship's clearing outwards in 
ballast, the master shall make a similar certification on the ballast decla- 
ration, or shall produce a certificated) to the same effect, which shall be 
attached to the said declaration.

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PASSENGERS' ACT, 1849. 

[12 and 13 Vict. cap. 3.] 



Prefatory Clauses ; Title of Act. 

From and after 1st October, 1849, the following Acts shall 
be repealed, vis. — 6 and 6 Vict. cap. 107 ; 8 and 9 Vict. cap. 
14; 10 and 11 Vict. cap. 103; 11 and 12 Vict. cap. 6; and 
this present Act shall take effect from that date. For the 
purposes of this Act the terms United Kingdom shall include 
with Great Britain and Ireland, the islands of Guernsey, 
Jersey, Alderney, Sark, Scilly, and Man ; — " North Ame- 
riceL," to include therewith the Bermudas and all places and 
potts on the eastern coast of the continent of North America 
or islands adjacent thereto, or in the Gulf of Mexico: — 
" West Indies" to signify the West India Islands, the Ba- 
hamas, British Guiana, and Honduras: — the term *' Go- 
vernor" to signify the person lawfully administering the 
government of any British Colony for the time being :— 
u Skip" to signify any description of sea-going vessel i— 
" Passenger Snip" to signify every description of such ship 
carrying above one passenger to every twenty-five tons of her 
registered tonnage: — "Passage" and " Passengers" to in- 
clude all save cabin passages and passengers : — and " Master " 
to signify the person in command of such ship or passenger 
ship for the time being, &c. 

IV. Act to extend to every * Passenger Ship" going from 
the United Kingdom to any place out of Europe, and not 
being within the Mediterranean sea, and on every colonial 
voyage, but shall not extend to ships of war, steam- vessel! 
carrying mails, ships in the service of the Lord High Admi- 
ral, ships of war, or transports, in the service of the East 
India Company. 

Machinery for executing Act 

V. to VII. Execution of the Act assigned to the Emigration 
Commissioners ; or, in the absence of an Emigration Officer* 
or his assistant, at any port, to the Chief Officer of Customs 
for the time being. 

VIII. The master of every ship carrying passengers to 
which this Act applies, shall afford every facility to tbs 
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Emigration Officer at ports in Her Majesty's dominions ; 
and the masters of British ships to Her Majesty's Consul at 
foreign ports, to enable them to ascertain that the provisions 
of this Act have been complied with. 

Matters relating to the Ship to be attended to before sailing — 
Numbers, Fittings, Stores, tyc. 

IX. No " Passenger Ship " shall clear outwards without 
the roaster first obtaining a certificate from the Emigration 
Officer that the requirements of this Act have been complied 

with. 

X. and XI. The number of passengers (including the master, 
crew, and cabin passengers,) shall be limited to one person for 
every two tons registered burden ; and, whatever the tonnage, 
(exclusive of bond fide cabin passengers,) to one passenger for 
every twelve clear superficial feet unoccupied with stores, on 
the main deck, the deck below, or any compartment of 
either ; or, if destined within the tropics, and the voyage be 
computed to exceed twelve weeks, one passenger for every 
fifteen superficial feet. And no passenger in any case to be 
carried on an Orlop deck; or, upon conviction, the master 
shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding 5/., and not less 
than 2£, for each offence. Children under one year of age 
not to be computed — under fourteen years of age, two to be 
cousidered equivalent to one person or passenger. 

XII. and XIII. Two lists of passengers shall be made out for 
each vessel signed by the master and delivered to the officer 
of Customs, from whom a clearance is demanded, who shall 
countersign one, and return it as "The Master's List,*' which 
the said master shall exhibit, with additions of the passengers 
that may from time to time be subsequently taken on board, 
to the Chief Officer of Customs at any British Possession ;

Q) NOTICE ON THE SURVEY OF PASSENGER 8HIP8. 

Her Majesty's Colonial Land and Emigration Commissioners having 
been informed that the survey required by the Passengers' Act to be 
held before the ship clears out has been inadequately performed, 
hereby give notice, that, in future, the survey of all ships must be 
made before any cargo or ballast be shipped, owners, charterers, and 
masters of vessels intending to take in cargo or ballast at one port, 
and to proceed to another port to take in passengers, are warned, that, 
in order to avoid the trouble and expense of unloading the ship for 
survey at the port where the passengers are embarked, it will be neces- 
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the direction of the Emigration Officer, by one or more com- 
petent surveyor* at the expense of the owner or charterer to 
ascertain if they be sea-worthy and fit for their intended 
voyage. 

XV. The deck of every "Passenger Ship" shall be at 
least one and a half inches in thickness, secured to properly 
supported beams of adequate strength, and forming part of 
the structure of the ship, with three inches clear above the 
bottom, and having a height of at least si* reet between 
decks. Also, that there shall not be more than two tiers of 
berths on any one deck, with an interval of not less than 
six inches between the floor of the berths and the deck or 
platform between them. That the berths be securely con- 
structed, and of dimensions not less than six feet in length by 
eighteen inches in width for each passenger. That persons of 
different sexes above the age of fourteen, unless husband and 
wife, shall not be placed in the same berth ; and that, un- 
less all the passengers shall have previously quitted the 
ship, no berths occupied by passengers during the voyage 
shall be taken down until forty-eight hours after the arrival 
of the vessel at the port of discharge. 

XVI. In every " Passenger Ship" the passengers shall, 
weather permitting, at all times have free access to and 
from the between decks by the whole of each hatchway over 
the space appropriated to the use of such passengers ; and 
if the main hatchway be not one of those appropriated to 
the use of the passengers ; or if the supply of light and air 
be in any manner unduly impeded, the Emigration Officer 
at the port of clearance may direct such other provision to 
be made as the case may in his judgment require ; and in 
case of non-compliance, the master, on conviction, shall be 
liable to a penalty not exceeding 60/., nor less than 25/. 
Also, tli at no " Passenger Ship " having as many as one hun- 
dred passengers shall clear out without a proper ventilating 
apparatus, approved by the Emigration Officer, and fitted to 
his satisfaction.

The roaster of every " Passenger Ship" shall, including 
the time of detention, if any, make to each passenger the fol-

XXVI. No " Passenger Ship" carrying one hundred pas- 
sengers shall clear out, without a seafaring person, rated » 
the ship's articles, as passengers' Cook, being engaged to 
cook the food of the passengers ; nor without a convenient 
place on deck being set apart for that purpose, with a cook- 
ing apparatus properly covered in and arranged : nor with- 
out a proper supply of fuel. All to be approved by, and 
•done to the satisfaction of the Emigration Officer. 
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XXVII. Brery " Passenger Ship" with fifty passengers, 
whereof the computed voyage exceeds twelve weeks; or, 
with one hundred passengers on any voyage, and not being 
ships bound to North America, with fourteen instead of 
twelve clear superficial feet of deck room, shall bear rated 
on the ship's articles some person duly authorized by law to 
practice in the United Kingdom as a physician, surgeon, or 
apothecary, who shall be notified to the Emigration Officer, 
and not objected to by him. 

XXVIII. Also, there shall be laden on board, at the 
expense of the owner, or charterer, a properly stored medi- 
cine-chest, with a supply of medicines, instruments, disin- 
fecting fluid, and other things necessary for diseases and 
accidents incident to sea voyages, to be placed under the 
charge of the surgeon, good in quality, and in the judgment 
of the Emigration Officer, sufficient for the voyage. 

XXIX. No " Passenger Ship" shall clear out until the 
medicine-chest and all the passengers about to proceed in her 
shall have been inspected by a practitioner appointed by the 
Emigration Officer at the port of clearance, who shall certify 
to the sufficiency of the supplies, and that no infectiously dis- 
eased person appears about to proceed ; but in case the me- 
dical practitioner notifies to the Emigration Officer at the 
original port of clearance, or at any other port or place in 
the United Kingdom, or that the Emigration Officer be 
otherwise satisfied, that any person affected with any infec- 
tious or other disease, is likely to endanger the health of the 
other persons on board, it shall be lawful for such officer to 
re-land any such pert on, together with such members of his 
family as are dependent on him, or as may be unwilling to 
be separated from him, together with their clothes and 
effects ; and no " Passenger Ship" shall clear out or proceed on 
her voyage so long as such diseased person shall be on board. 

Passengers' Rights. 

XXXI. Any paesenger so re-landed, or the Emigration 
Officer on his behalf, may by summary process recover the 
whole passage money paid, from the party receiving the same, 
or from the owner, charterer, or master of the vessel. 

XXXII. Persons having taken their passage by a vessel 
and paid on demand any stipulated deposit, being at the 
place of embarkation at the time appointed, and either 
through the previous departure of the snip, want of room, of 
neglect of the owner, charterer, or master, shall lose his pas- 
sage; or who shall not obtain, within forty eight hours from 
the day named in the contract, a passage in an equally eligible 
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ship to the same port, and in the meantime be paid subsist- 
ence-money after the rate of 1«. per diem for each passenger, 
shall be entitled to recover all passage monies paid on 
account, from the owner, charterer, or master of such ship, 
and such further sum, not exceeding 10/. for each passage, 
as shall appear reasonable to the Justices of the Peace. 

XXXIII. Subsistence money after the same rate is to be 
paid to passengers ready to proceed who are detained beyond 
the stipulated period 01 sailing, and not maintained on board. 
In cases of wreck, inability to land her passengers where 
they have contracted to be landed, or when the vessel shall 
put into port in a damaged state, and not be ready to proceed 
within a reasonable time, — not exceeding six weeks in any 
case, — such passengers shall either be provided with a pas- 
sage, by some other equally eligible vessel, to the port or 
place contracted for. Or, in default, they, or any Emigra- 
tion Officer on their behalf, shall be entitled to recover, by 
summary process, from the owner, charterer, or master, all 
monies paid on account of the voyage, together with a 
further sum, not exceeding 5Z. for each passage, as shall 
appear reasonable to the adjudicating Justices of the Peace. 
Also, policies of assurance effected in respect of such passages, 
by any person liable to provide them, snail not be invalid by 
reason of the nature of the risk. 

XXX V. and XXXVI. Passengers may not be landed without 
their own consent at any other port or place than that con- 
tracted for. And passengers at their destination to be en- 
titled to sleep and be maintained on board for forty-eight 
hours next after their arrival, in the same manner as during 
the voyage, provided the ship does not sooner prosecute her 
further voyage. 

XXXVII. Nothing herein contained shall take away from 

Eassengers a right of action upon breach of contract with any 
roker, owner, charterer, master, &c. 

XXXVIII. "Passenger Ships" detained in port after clear- 
ance for more than seven days, or, after having sailed, putting 
back or touching at any port in the United Kingdom, are 
required to replenish water, provisions, and medical stores, 
to the proper complements, under a penalty not exceeding 
100/. nor less than 60/. The master touching at any port as 
aforesaid, to report his arrival within twenty- four hours, and 
to state the cause of his putting back, the condition of his 
ship, stores, and provisions, to the Emigration Officer, or 
Officer of Customs, and produce to such officer the '* Master's 
List' 9 of passengers, or he shall be liable to a penalty of 
pot more than 10l nor lees than 21. for each offence. 
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Miscellaneous Matters. 

XXXIX. By Order in Council, published in the Gazette, 
rules for preserving order and securing cleanliness and venti- 
lation on board "Passenger Ships" may be prescribed. 

XL. The surgeon and master to enforce obedience to such 
rules, and any person refusing to obey any such rule, or ob- 
structing 1 the medical practitioner or master in the execution

No vessel or boat belonging wholly or in part to Her 
Majesty's subjects shall sail from Guernsey, Jersey, Alder- 
ney, Sark, or Man, without a clearance, whether in ballast 
or having a cargo ; and, if with a cargo, the master shall 
give bond in double the value of the vessel or boat and of the 
cargo, for duly landing the same at the port for which the 
vessel clears ; and every such vessel or boat not having such 
clearance, or, which having a clearance for a cargo, shall be 
found light, or with any part of her cargo discharged before 
delivery thereof at the port specified in the clearance, unless 
through necessity, (which must be satisfactorily proved,) 
shall be forfeited.— 8 and 9 Yict. cap.

Any goods of the growth of tne islands of Guernsey, 
Jersey, Alderney, and Sark, and any goods manufactured 
in the said islands from materials of the growth of the said 
islands, or from materials not subject to duty in the United 
Kingdom, or from materials upon which the duty has been 
paid in the United Kingdom, and upon which no drawback 
has subsequently been granted, may be imported into the 
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United Kingdom from the said islands respectively, without 
payment of any duty ; and such goods shall not be deemed 
to be included in any charge of duties imposed by any act 
hereafter to be made on the importation of goods generally 
from parts beyond the seas : but such goods may neverthe- 
less be charged with any proportion of such duties as shall 
fairly countervail any duties of Excise. All goods manufac- 
tured in any of the said islands, from any other materials 
than the materials aforesaid, shall be deemed to be foreign 
goods.— 8 and 9 Vict. cap. 86, s. 42. 

All Spirits of the nature or quality of plain British Spirits, 
manufactured in any of the islands aforesaid, and imported 
into any part of the United Kingdom, shall be denominated 
plain British Spirits, (*) and shall be subject to the same re- 
gulations of Excise as Spirits removed from Scotland or Ire- 
land.— 8 and 9 Vict. cap. 65, s. 3. 

No Spirits the produce or manufacture of any of the said 
islands, and imported into any part of the United Kingdom, 
shall be deemed to be plain British Spirits, unless made from 
the same materials as the like Spirits are directed to be 
made when distilled in the United Kingdom ; and the decla- 
ration and certificate of produce shall specify the same ; and 
if any such declaration or certificate be false the said Spirits 
shall be forfeited.

No Spirits of the nature or quality of British Brandy or 
Compounds, or any Spirits other than plain British Spirits, 
the produce or manufacture of any of the said islands, shall 
be imported into the United Kingdom, on pain of the for- 
feiture thereof, and of all casks or other packages, and of the 
vessel or boat used in the removal or importation thereof, 
and every person concerned therein shall incur the penalty

The Lords Commissioners of her Majesty's Treasury may

That the re-packing book be then returned 
to the Warehousing department, where the particulars 
are to be recorded in the Registers, deducting from 
the original entry the total number of packages which 
have been re-packed, with the net weight of the new 
ones, charging the duty upon the relative proportion 
of the deficiency on such portion of the goods as may 
be cleared for home use, carrying the same to the old 
account in discharge thereof, and taking care that the 
duty on such deficiency be paid before any order is 
issued for the delivery of such goods. — B. O. 20th
